Council receives 


ambulance report 


A letter from Clifford 
Keyes, administrator of 
Sturgeon General Hospital 
regarding a proposed local 
ambulance service was on 
the Town Council Agenda 
at their last regular meet- 
ing, July 22nd. Noting that 
the Hospital Board had dis- 
cussed the proposal from 
Town Clerk Russell Bowen, 
Mr. Keyes offered some 
comments, saying that the 
hospital staff were convinc- 
ed such a service would bea 
distinct benefit to the people 
in the hospital district, 

The hospital is receiving 
about 20 patients each month 
by ambulance and many ser- 
iously injured or ill persons 
arrive in private cars or 


begin work recapping Perron Street, following months of a half torn up street, some- 
times closed, sometimes flooded, sometimes messed up with sewer back-ups, The 
crews and thelr equipment are a welcome sight, 


trucks, indicating in the op- 
inion of staff that if ambu- 
lances were based nearby 
there would be a substan- 
tial upswing in their use, 

In addition the hospital 
calls ambulances at least 
six times a month for trans- 
porting patients to Edmon- 
ton hospitals for diagnostic 
procedures or treatment, A 
dependable means of trans- 
porting ambulatory persons 
to the city for services not 
available here and the hos- 
pital uses the services of a 
local cab company about 12 
times monthly. 

Health and Social agencies 
also have frequent need for 
such transportation, and Mr, 
Keyes suggests that perhaps 
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some auxiliary transporta- 
tion system could be a part 
of any ambulance service 
instituted. 

A letter from the Alberta 
Hospital Commission in 
reply to Mr. Bowen’s re- 
quest for information ad- 
vised that the Commission 
is presently co-ordinating 
a study reviewing the entire 
ambulance system in Al- 
berta, and examining propo- 
sals for upgrading the ser- 
vice, 

The letter also pointed out 
that the operation and fund- 
ing of ambulance services 
in the province are a muni- 
cipal responsibility, There 
are both municipal and pri-

Councillor Bakker moved 
that council receive the re- 
port and correspondence as 
information, saying there 
are no hard facts on which 
to base a decision, He added 
that the service should beon 
a shared basis not just the 
town. Motion carried 7 - 0, 
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Proposals for development 
would vastly increase St. Albert 


Two plans proposed for 
the future development of 
St. Albert would increase 
the physical size of the town 
by 3,233 acres and the pop- 
ulation by 46,339, for a total 
of about 66,000, In addition 
to the proposals for the 
northwest Sector and Bell- 
rose Park to the northeast, 
the Allarco Development 
(referred to as University 
Heights), directly northeast 
of Forest Lawn subdivision, 
will cover 724 acres in River 
Lots 41 to 45, and take ina 
further population of roughly 
12,000, 

Projected population for 
existing subdivisions when 
fully developed will add ano- 
ther 14,700, These projec- 
tions are broken down by the 
Town Planner, Wayne Gor- 
don as follows: Akinsdale 
7,560; Braeside 2,300; For- 
est Lawn, 1,681; Grandin 
Park 1,591; Mission Park, 
1,357 and Sturgeon Heights 
225, 

These figures added to 
University Heights and the 
two proposals for the North- 
west Sector and Bellerose 
Park would bring the total 
projected population, if all 
were developed to about 
93,000, The Bellerose Park 
outline plan predicts a pop- 
ulation of 88,500 (an in- 
crease of 68,500) in another 
27 years, It is of interest 
to note that over the past 
24 years the town has grown 
from 1,000 to 19,000 plus, 
(an increase of 18,000), 


THE NORTHWEST SECTOR 
PLAN 

The proposal for develop- 
ment in the Northwest Sec- 
tor, mainly by BACM would 
add 1,495 acres over and 
above the 590 acres present- 
ly under development in La- 
combe Park and Mission 
Park, It would accommo- 
date an increase of 25,405 
in population, above the 9,000 
to be eventually housed in 
Lacombe and Mission, Seven 
new neighborhoods would be 
developed in a density of 17 
persons per gross acre 
which is Town policy, 

The Northwest Sector is 
bounded by Villeneuve Road 
to the north, Highway 2 to 
the east, the Sturgeon River, 
south, and a line extended 
along the common bounda 
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of river lots 16 and 17 on 
the west, Big Lake and the 
Sturgeon Valley are visible 
from much ofthe area, which 
Slopes gradually up from 
the river, The plan inclides 
about 120 acres for a cen- 
tral natural park, and water 
feature corridor, and the 
area has within it the M.D, 
Sturgeon Heights school site 
of 20 acres, 

A comprehensive assess- 
ment on development of the 
whole area, with relative 
statistics and data and al- 
ternatives open to council 
was prepared by Town Plan- 
ner Wayne Gordon, His re- 
port follows an earlier pro- 
posal submitted by BACM, 

The planner’s document 
called the Northwest Sector 
Plan, presently under review 
by Council, indicates that 
two more river crossings 
would be required, linking 
with Grandin Road and with 
Churchill Avenue, and poss- 
ibly a rapid transit termin- 
al and parking lot, He sugg- 
ests that the terminal and 
right of way should run par- 
allel to, or even within, the 
CNR right of way which cuts 
through the area, 

A regional shopping cen- 
tre is NOT appropriate 
within the northwest sector 
in the view of Planner Gor- 
don, Rather he endorses the 
objective stated in the orig- 
inal BACM report, for 
several small centres to 
meet daily shopping needs, 
plus a central community 
shopping centre to meet 
weekly needs, 

An estimated 16 schools 
would be needed to serve 
the area, nine for the Pro- 
testant District and seven 
for the Catholic District, 

Alignments for trunk wat- 
er, Sewer and storm runoff 
services have been indicated 
by BACM to connect into 
existing trunk installations 
with adequate line capacity, 
The planner points out how- 
ever, that neighborhood 3 
development might be post- 
poned indefinitely through 
complications in aligning 
services, 

Build out of the sector 
would take about eight years 
for the BACM portion alone, 
even at 500 lots per year, 
probably an unrealistic rate, 

p imme- 
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diately north of Lacombe 
Park is the next one slated 
for development, 


RECOMMDATIONS BY 
TOWN PLANNER 


DENSITY 

Based on 60 per cent of 
gross acreage for residen- 
tial development 15,36 de- 
tached single family, .86 
town house and condomin- 
jum and ,84 apartments 
would net 17,06 persons per 
gross acre, The planner 
points out that a shift to 
greater demand for semi- 
detached, town house and 
condominiums must take 
place, resulting inincreased 
density, He believes fiexi- 
bility is essential in sizing 
underground utilities and 
estimating open space and 
school site requirements, 

He points out also that 
BACM proposed to provide 
13.4 per cent of gross acrea- 
ge for playground, natural 
park and school sites, which 
compares with the present 
average in St, Albert of 19,7 
per cent, Since over one- 
third of the open spaced 
proposed by BACM would be 
in the central corridor, he 
feels an inadequate amount 
of playground and school site 
space was proposed in the 
BACM plan, Figures used 
by the planner in calculating 
gross acreage do not in- 
clude any lands below the 
2150 river contour. 


SCHOOL SITES 

Planner lists three alter- 
natives, (1) Sites be made 
available on an open space 
formula without cost to 
Boards, Land in excess of 
that directly required for 
School purposes would be 
maintained as neighborhood 
park lands. (2) Provide re- 
quired sites but with lower 
space standards, If any sites 
proved not large enough, 
Boards would have to pur- 
chase additional land, which 
arrangement would be an 
improvement over present 
conditions in the planner’s 
view, (3) Purchase all school 
lands, Cost of land and fron- 
tage services could be at a 
predetermined, negotiated 
or market price, depending 
on terms set by council, 
The planner feels this would 
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be unacceptable to the school 
boards. 


PARKS 

Planner notes there are 
no district parks in St, Albert 
now, He recommends cen- 
trally located district parks 
which might include major 
sports fields, indoor pool, 
arena and district high 
School on one site, Devel- 
opers contribution for this 
type of park could be re- 
duced from 2,5 acres per 
thousand population, to 1.5, 
35 - 40 acres would be 
required, 

He recommends all lands 
below the 2150 contour be 
designated as urban park, 
and that any additional lands 
should be acquired by the 
town either by cancelled 
road allowances exchange, 
or at a predetermined price 


RECREATION FACILITIES 

Planner suggests four al- 
ternatives, (1) obligate the 
developer to provide and turn 
over to town; (2) require 
developers to generate a 
certain amount of commer- 
cial, industrial assessment 
in the Northwest Sector. This 
alternative the planner be- 
lieves is attractive but needs 
more study. (3) Levy a spe- 
cial area assessment for 
recreation facilities, an al- 
ternative the planner feels 
would cause problems, (4) 
Reduce the rate of residen- 
tial development to a level 
more closely tailored to the 
town's financial resources, 


OTHER FACILITIES: 
Planner wants some un-

The planner feels all these 
matters should be identified 
at the outset and then the 
terms of agreement be draf- 
ted before specific develop- 
ment agreements are exe-

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Australian faults 
higher education 


If you find it difficult to 
relate to the latest batch of 
university graduates when 
they take up their new jobs 
this fall, you might find con- 
solation in knowing that 
things are worse elsewhere, 

In Australia, it seems, is 
an example (or warning) of 
what can happen when the 
higher education system los- 
es sight of the fact that its 
graduates will one day have 
to find work, According to 
Governor-General Sir Paul 
Haluck, Australia’s educa- 
tion system has deteriora- 
ted to the point where Aus- 
tralian graduates can no 
longer be relied upon to 
read accurately, even ashort 
memorandum, or to reply 
clearly and in writing for a 
request for information, In- 
deed, the deterioration is 
such that there is little point 
in gaining a degree at all, 
he seems to feel, “If all 
higher education does is pro- 
duce a set of self-satisfied 
young snobs who think a 
pass degree is a license to 
contradict their seniors, 
then the gain is minimal, 
If all it leads to is the

existence of a set of avar- 
icious young go-getters who 
look on a pass degree as a 
title to a satisfactory job 
and a better income, then 
the benefit is slight. If the 
result is simply to produce 
brainy men and women with 
masses of information they 
don’t know how to use, then 
the advantage will chiefly 
be seen ina higher stack of 
unpublished theses and lon- 
ger shelves of books in the 
library. ’’ 

It seems Sir Paul wasn’t 
just sounding off in a mom- 
ent of pique, A quick tele- 
phone canvass (by an Aus- 
tralian correspondent) ar- 
ound industry and account- 
ants’ offices confirmed that 
university graduates are not 
particularly well regarded. 
Most would-be employers 
feel that people fresh from 
school are self-opinionated 
troublemakers with no prac- 
tical experience, but with 
expectations of above-aver- 
age salaries. And to rub 
the point in, the 1973 annual 
report of the Sydney Uni- 
versity’s Careers and App- 
ointments Service says that

out of the 1,000 arts grad- 
uates that could be traced 
last year, only 33 had mana- 
ged to find jobs within the

CANADIAN STUDY 


The Technical Service 
Council is financing a study 
of the supply and demand of 
new university graduates in 
such disciplines as business 
administration, commerce, 
chemistry, and engineering 
for the next five-ten years, 
The study, which should be 
available by the end of Jan- 
uary, 1975, is designed to 
discover whether there will 
be a surfeit or shortage of 
graduates in these business- 
es, and industry-related dis- 
ciplines, At the moment, 
there are conflicting views 
on the subject. Colin C, 
Young, director of the TSC 
and vice-president, employ- 
ee and public relations, Du 
Pont of Canada Ltd,, Mont- 
real, says the study should 
provide a starting point for 
government and industry 
planning and public discuss- 
ion, “It should also help 
high-school graduates to 
make more intelligent car- 
eer decisions,’’ he says, ‘‘If 
serious imbalances do show 
up, they could affect public 
decisions on educational ex- 
penditures, immigration po- 
licy, scholarships, and uni- 
versity enrollment, It should 
provoke discussion by the

Hail Damage Compensation 
to farmers for crop damage 


Dr. Hugh Horner, Minis-

Villeneuve site confirmed 
for satellite airport 


The ERPC has approved 
the Ministry of Transport’s 
(MOT) choice of the sight 
near Villeneuve for a satel- 
lite airport. 

The endorsement was giv- 
en to MOT officials at the 
Commissions May meeting, 
The agreement is condition- 
al, however, as MOT must 
meet ERPC requirements, 

Expected to be in opera- 
tion by the fall of 1975, the 
airport's cost last year was 
estimated at 2,2 million dol- 
lars. Rising costs may force 
new estimations of that fig- 
ure. 

MOT regional planning 
manager, Ray Rohr, explain- 
ed to commission members 
that the satellite airport 
would be used for training 
and recreational flying while 
the Edmonton Industrial Air- 
port would be more business 
orientated, and serve airbus 
and airline flights. 

The chosen site, located 
about two miles west of Vill- 
eneuve, offers the following 


considerations: has no resi- 
dences on the land required 
for the airport, has only six 
residences in the traffic pat- 
tern, is 19.2 miles from the 
eity or 35 minutes driving 
time, has only one residence 
within the 30 Noise Expo- 
sure Factor (NEF) zone, 
MOT officials recom nend 
that no residential develop- 
ment of land take place in 
the zones that have a NEF 
rating beyond 30, 

Concern was expressed by 
commission officials that the 
airport would be on prime 
agricultural land. MOT offt- 
cials felt that the advantages 
outweighed this factor.

WINNIPEG — A ship ear- 
rying the largest grain car 
go ever loaded out of a 
Canadian port has sailed 
from Port Cartier, Quebec. 
The ship carried about 
91,106 long tons (roughly 
3.4 million bushels) of Can- 
adian wheat to India under 
terms of a contract negoti- 
ated recently between the 
Canadia Wheat Board and 
the India Supply Mission. 
The cargo is the equivalent 
of roughtly 1,437 cars of 
wheat, which represents 
the average annual produc 
tion on about 140,000 acres. 
The Abul Kalam Azad, 
now on its maiden voyage, 
was built recently and reg- 
istered in India. It is 836 
feet long, has a 128-foot 
beam and a loaded draught 
of 55 feet. This means that 
when fully loaded, this ship 
sits 55 feet deep in water. 
The cargo loaded on the 
Abul Kalam Azad surpasses 
in size the previous record 
cargo loaded from a Can 
adian port, That record was 


held by the S.S. Anglia 
Team, which in June this 
year loaded 85,677 long tons 
of Canadian and American 
grain at Port Cartier.
